Thc rspoi t of the Deputy Suporintoud- 
ont-Gonenil of Indian atiaira for 1879 con- 
tains much information rolativo to this 
provin^.e. Tlie report of Dr. Powell ia 
dated at this city, .A.ugust 2Gth, and com- 
mencos iwitli a .nartatioariQf joircumstances 
in connoctibif with his''vi3il''to tho North- 
west coast on board H. M. S. Rocket, 
which w.as kindly pl.nced at the disposal of 
tho department by tho senior naval oilioor 
on tlio station. The fisheries and native 
villages on tho coast and Queen Charlotte 
island wore vi.sited, Mr. Anderson, in- 
spectsr of Cijlicries for tho province, ac- 
companying tho party. Superintendent 
Powell, after giving a description of tho 
dimensions of Iho Rocket and calling 
attention to tho great advantage of having 
such a vessel at tho disposal of tho de- 
partment, proceeds to describe the voj'ago 
up tho coast. .Embarking at Nanaimo 
the party touched at the Kimkish villaeo, 
Albert Bay, and foiind that most of tlio 
natives were absent fishing for oolachan 
at Knight's Inlet. The Superintendent 
having a desire to see Nimkish river, 
whore the tribe obtains its salmon, it was 
arranged to visit it and proceed as far as 
Ni.nkish Lake. Canoes having been pro- 
cured through tho agency of Chief Kak- 
ko-glas.i, tho party started tip tho river, 
which enters into tho straits opposite tho 
Nimkish village. The remains of tho 
old camp aro still visible and afford a 
pretty viow. Tho village itself was visit- 
ed by Vancouver in 1789 when it was a 
place of some importance, called after the 
reigning chief, Ohes-la-koo. Tho ])arty 
found tnivel difTicult in reaching the lako, 
im numerous rapids impeded tho progres.H 
of the caiioe.s. The lako i.s described a.s a 
magnificent shoet of water, 10 miles in 
length and from one to two miles in width. 
Numerous streams fall into it, and tho 
native derive from it an almost ino.xhaust- 
ablo supply of salmon. The adjacent 
camp ia still of largo dimensions, and the 
nativo residents aro dissipated, fond of 
imbibing and opposed to civilized reforms. 
After reprimanding tho chief of tiio tribo 
for tho manner in which ho conducted tho 
afiuirs of his pnopUi, tho .Superintendent 
loft for Fort Rupert, and on arrival at 
that station learnt that the Indians wore 
absent fishing. From information gath- 
ered, however, it would appear lliat they 
aro a diflicult lot to civilize, and aro re- 
gular rocipients of supplies of liquor from 
Victoria. Tho next point visited was 
Nowitteo, whore a largo number of In- 
dians wore congrogatetl, presided over by 
a chief who hius tlio reputation of boing 
woll-disposed toward.s tho ^vhitcs. Tiioro 
wore a groat many children prcnont, and 
on inquiry the .Suporintcudont was in- 
formed that tho fact was accounted for 
by the chief's prohibition of prastitution 
with the whites, an evil customary with 
other tribes. Tho families avoi-ago three 
or four children each, and even more, 
and, although dirty in habit,. appear to be 
prosperous and healthy. Fish are plenti- 
ful near tho village, halibut of tho most 
delicious quality being taken easily in 
unlimited qualities. A tribo that former- 
ly lived on Cox island known as the Nu- 
cunicleesilla.i appear to have amalgamated 
with the Ncwittees and become one peo- 
ple. This band, as well as tho Qusililas, 
were some years since nearly all killed in 
a raid made upon them by tho Bella Bella 
Indians. Tlie Newittcos iu"0 prosperous j 
and industriousand frcquentlyintorohangc 
visits with the Quatsenos and Koskumos 
resident on the went coast. Several years 
ago a Quatseno chief murdered a chief of 
the Klaskinos and his wife ; but up to 
tho present time no notice appears to havo 
been taken of his crime. Whilst the 
Rocket was at Nowitteo the chiof of tho 
tribo belonging to that ■ place wont on 
board and exhibited a number of his heir- 
looms and danoing-masks, amongst the 
former being onn of tho famous eoppcis 
which, although of really little intrinsic 
worth, was valued at a great price. The 
chief informed the Superintendent that it 
cost him 1200 blankets, wltich would re- 
present a value of ut least §1800. Ilo 
paid 400 down on the apot, with a stipu- 
lation that he should pay 200 more per 
annunt until the whole purchase was made 
good. The coppers are mado from native 
copper by tho Indiana, and aro held by 
chiof.t, boing used for presentation at pot- 
laches or donation feasts. Auiorican 
traders introduced Hpurious iirticles, but 
tho Indians -,vould not recognize them, A 
cliief 'sometimes presents one of those 
articles to hIiow his uttev disregard of 
wealth and in some instances has been 
known to break them up into small frag- 
ments which he gives away and ro-pur- 
chases at oxhorbitant rates, Leaving the 
Nowitteos the party next visited the 
Bella Bella Indians, but found only 20 or 
30 of that tribo in camp. They havo the' 
reputation of being adopt at building 
canoes and dorivu considerable profit from 
dealing in them. Tho Suporintondcnt 
was shown one which measured 08 feet in 
length, with an 8 feet 4 inch beam and 4 
foot G inch depth of hold — a craft capable 
of carrying at least a hundred people. In 
order to set at rest certain fishing trou- 
bles tho Superintendent visited vorney 
river In Lowe Inlet, <ho place claimed by 
the .Sabaasa Indians where tho canneries 
of tho Skoena wished to fish. Sabassa re- 
fused to lot them take fish without a mu- 
tual agreement fvnd soiled some of tho 
notii as a rocompenso. I^owo Inlet is a 
charming covo and salmon was plentiful 
when tho Superintendent vi.sited it. It 
seemed hard to him, however, that tho 
right of the Indian to lish there should be 
disputed by tho cannery proprietors, more 
especially as tho tribe residing thorr, is a 
numerous one and has long enjoyed tho 
ground which is far reniovod from more 
extensive ones monopolized by the whites. 
The report next deals with matters of a 
private nature rolativo to the canncriea 
tind the ar,tiop taken by Mr. Puncan in 
the managoment of Indians under his 
control. The Superintendent suggests 
that a remedy bo adopted to prevent tho 
Indiaii-s leaving tlio canneries when their 
aervloes aro required, their departure be- 
ing caused by a throat alleged to have 
been made by Mr, Duncan that ho would 
oxcommunicate them and oonGsoato thoir 
houses if they worked at the cainieries on 
Sunday, On avrival at tho village of 
Motlakatlah the Superintendent and party 
wore woloomotl by Mr, Duncan, v.'ho in 
person piloted tho boat through the in- 
trieacios of navigation. Tho village was 
gaily decomtod with bunting and ovor- 
groens and the visitors were received with 
a aaluto from big guns and small arms. 
Shortly oftci- landing an address was pro- 
septod to the Jjuporintondont congratulat- 
in(jt liim on his safe arrival and sotting 
forth the natives' claims tofishihggroiinds.

Tinned Tuboa for Oondcnaora. 

.Messrs. S. Kelly & Co., Yates street, 
havo ju.it completed the tinning of some 
.TjOOG brass tubes to be used in the con- 
denser of the steamer Alexander. The 
tubes, which aro an inch in diameter and 
cicht feet in length, were recently taken 
out of tlio condenser and having become 
rusted it w.as decided to tin thorn. Tiio 
jirocess is somewhat novel, wo believe, in 
this city. The tubes aro first placed in 
what is designated "pickle," a fluid con- 
sisting of water and a small proportion of 
sulphuric acid. Hero thoy are allowad to 
remain for from 12 to 24 hours, oftor 
which thoy are thoroughly scoured and 
dipped in muriate of ilar; a bath of muri- 
atic acid impregnated vrith aa much zinc 
as possible,' Then, they luw placed in a 
trough of molten tin whore tnoy speedily 
receive an outer coating of that metal and 
are rendered bright and clean. Tho ob- 
ject of tho process is to reduce tho dele- 
terious action of salt water to a minimwn 
atid it has proved eminently successful,
